| Derby Is Put ‘Off Limits’ to AI Armed Forces Units 


WASHINGTON, April 24 W—The Defense Department con- 
firmed today that it has told all branches of the armed services 
not to participate officially in the Kentucky Derby at Louisville 
May 4. 


A department spokesman said the action was based on a di- 
rective of Sept. 13, 1955, disapproving of formal federal military 
participation in commercial sports events. 

At Louisville, the president of Churchill Downs, Bill Corum, 
said that because of the proximity of Ft. Knox to Churchill Downs 
the fort’s Army band has played the national anthem at the Derby 
in recent years. 

‘*‘Aside from that, and an occasional color guard, we have not 
normally had any participation by members of the armed serv- 
iees in the Derby program,’’ Corum added. 

: this order will have no major effect on the presen- 


tation of the Kentucky Derby.” 

The Defense Department’s warning was issued last Friday. It 
reminded the Army, Navy, Air Force and Marine Corps that the 
1955 directive applied specifically to the Kentucky Derby. 

The department said there would be no objection to providing 
bands or troops for parades in downtown Louisville during the 
Derby weekend. But it specifically forbade participation in any 
events scheduled at or near the race track. 

Secretary of the Army Brucker recently canceled plans to 
take a group of congressmen to Ft. Knox to see an armored 
weapons demonstrations—and to transport back to Washington 
any congressmen who wanted to stay over a day to see the Derby. 

The trip had been severely criticized in the House as a waste 
of taxpayers’ money. Brucker said the trip was legitimate but 
he conceded it might have been badly timed.

in the face' of Egyptian-inspired riots to 
return leftist, pro-Communist elements 
to power in his country. The outcome of 
the struggle can determine the future of 
the entire Middle East. 

The nationalist disorders are being 
dictated and directed by Egypt’s Nasser, 
who is intent on forming a Cairo-domi- 
nated, pro-Communist Arab federation. 
His intentions have the full backing of 
Moscow, which makes the situation even 
more explosive. 

On the other hand, if Hussein wins 
out the Eisenhower Doctrine will have 
won a major test. Saudi Arabia can 
withstand Nasser’s pressure and it is 
believed that Syria can be won into the 
anti-Communist camp and Nasser iso- 
lated. 

The Jordan king, now only 21, has 
acted with more courage than anyone 
thought he had in preventing a coup by 
Nasser and Soviet forces. Nasser himself 
forced the showdown in moves designed 
for Hussein’s overthrow and Egyptian 
seizure of the country. 

The crisis_is not over. It yet may be 
won by’ Nasser. Should Hussein win tem- 
porarily, he still faces an internal eco- 
nomic crisis forced upon him by the ex- 
tremists in ending the British subsidy 
which Syria and Egypt promised to re- 
place and have not done so. This typical 
Nasser doublecross is indicative of the 
man’s ruthlessness. 

Unless the United States gives aid to 
sustain Hussein, Jordan is certain to be 
swallowed up by her neighbors. If Hussein 
falls, Nasser’s ambitions for an anti-West- 
ern Arab federation will have become a 
step nearer to reality.

Certainly juvenile cases should be 
tried in separate courts. The whole aim 
of Juvenile Courts is to rehabilitate. 

The first offender is the real oppor- 
tunity. He should not be thrown into jail 
with common criminals or tried in a crim- 
inal court. To do so lessens the chance of 
restoring him to normal life. Rehabili- 
tation is the aim of our prison system. 
But without question it is even more 
emphatically the objective of juvenile 
courts and institutions. 

We earnestly commend the chairman’s 
plan to legislative and public study.

Mr. Walker declared, ‘“‘Our organization has nothing to do 
with the extra-curricular clubs of the schools; we can't inter- 
fere.’’ He went on to explain that ordinarily the congress steers 
clear of controversial issues that would ‘‘divide and lessen the 
values of PTA.” But he added, “‘I don’t mean that we would 
avoid an issue, but we avoid argument unless some benefit would 
come to the children by getting into it.’’ 

Mrs. Charles D. Center of College Park, an honorary life 
president and currently chairman of the endowment fund pro- 
motion committee, concurred in Mr. Walker's statement. She 
“Before any of us formed an opinion about the resolu- 
we would have to study to understand it. We would not 
a controversial issue, but we would want to study both 
sides of anything that comes up.”’ 

She explained that any such issue first goes to a study com- 
ttee and then to the board of managers to decide whether to 
take a stand before it is presented to the whole congress. 

No one questioned made a definite statement against the 
ruling. 

However, T. A. Kemp Jr., a delegate from Campbell High 
School in Fairburn, commented, ‘‘I'm strictly for complete segre- 
gation. All the conventions for our’boys and girls are segregated.”’ 

He mentioned two groups at the school which might be 
knocked out of national competition—‘‘if they are allowed to 
integrate’’"—the distributive education and teen-age drivers 
groups. He does not know whether these organizations are ‘inte- 
grated at the national level. 

Jim ‘Cherry, superintendent of DeKalb County schools, had 
this comment to make: ‘“‘No one really knows what the resolu- 
tion involves, and I can only speculate. I don’t think even the 
proposers realize its full implications. It could have the prac- 


tical effect of restricting to the boundaries of our state the par- 
ticipation of Georgia people—including the medical, legal and 
engineering organizations which are involved as 

units of the University System.”’ 

He continued, “Carried to its logical conclusion, the resol 
tion could have the over-all practical result of making Georgia 
an island as far as participation in out-of-state meetings is 
concerned.” 

Mrs. George Hardrick of Fitzgerald, Fourth District director 
of the Georgia Congress, said she ‘‘would like to know more 
about the resolution and the plans of the board of education:.’’ She 
called the Fitzgerald High School Beta Club one of the best, 
and mentioned that the school band has won state recogni- 
tion and at this time plans to compete nationally if it’s good 
enough. 

And Mrs. L. E. Varnedoe of Brunswick, president of the 
Glynn County PTA Council, summed up many delegates’ feelings 
on the matter when she said, ‘‘I just couldn’t make any definite 
answer as to how we feel about it because I just don’t know.’’
